The prison official took from his pock- 


kt the death warrant and read it slowly 
and distinctly to the assassin who hard- 
ily raised liis eyes during the perfunc- 
jtory ceremony. 


Just as the warden stepped away from 


the cell door, O.olgosz called to him and 
nid: 
"I. would like to talk with the super- 


lint endcnt,"

"He will be down directly,"

1 desire that 
(you keep your seats and preserve, abso- 
lute silence in In;: death chamber, no 
(matter whal my transpire. There are 
(plenty of guards and prison olliciiils to 
(preserve order and attend to the proper 
(details." 


The prison physician, Dr. Gerin and 


Dr. l/arlus lf. .MacUonald of New York, 
took a position to the left of the chair. 
Warden Mead stood directly in front and 
Uli-ctriciiiH Davis retired to the little 
riHim containing the 
electrical switch- 


board. 


Thayer gave the signal and the cur- 


rent was turned 
through the electric 


lights, Hooding the chamber with bril- 
liant light and dramatically showing the 
power that was used to kill the prison- 
er. 


Warden Mead gave the signal to have 


the prisoner brought in and at 7:.lO:oO 
Chief Keeper Tupi-r. #\viiiig open the big 
steel door 
leading to the condemned 


cells and as the steel bars behind which 
Czolgnsx had been kept were swung aside 
two guards inarched the prisoner out 
into the corridor, two others following 
and the chief keeper walking in front. 


The guards on either side of C/olgosz 


had hold of his arms as if cither to sup- 
port him, ur to keep him from making a 
demonstration. As he stepped over the 
threshold he stumbled but they held 
him np and us they urged him forward 
towiird the chair he stumbled again on 
the little rubber covered platform upon 
which tiie chair rests. 


His head was erect and with his gray 


flannel shirt turned back at the neck, 
ln> looked boyish. Jte was intensely pale 
and as he tried lo throw his head back 
find carry himself erect his chin quiver- 
ed very perceptibly. As lie was being 
seated he looked about at the assembled 
witnesses with quite a steady stare and 
said:

la.-t st;!tement when the si rapping was 
i-ompleted and the guards stepped back. 
Warden Mend raised his hand and at 
7:I'.!:3U Klcctriciun J)avU 
turned 
the 


switch that threw ],r»0 volts of elec- 
tricity into the living body. 


The rush of tne current threw the 


body so hard against the .-traps thai 
they creaked 
perceptibly. The 
hamU 


clinched suddenly and the whole atti- 
tude was one of extreme tenseness. J'or 
forty-five seconds the full current was 
kept on and then slowly the electrician 
threw the switch back reducing the cur- 
rent vol't by volt until it was cut oil' en- 
tirely. Then just as it hud reached that 
pointihe tnrew the lever back again fur 
two or three seconds. Tho body, which 
had collapsed as the current was reduc- 
ed .-tiffeiii'd up again against the straps. 
When it was turned of!' again, Dr. .Mac- 
Donald stepped to the chair and put his 
hand over the heart, lie said he felt no 
pulsation, but suggested that the current 
be turned on fur a few seconds again. 
Once more the- body became rigid. 
At 


7>: 15 the current 
was 
turned off for 


good. 


From the time C/olgosz had loft liis 


cell until tiie full penalty was paid, less 
than four minutes 
had 
elapsed. T,hc 


phvsicians present used the stethoscope 
and oilier ti-;'l.s to determine if any life 
remained and at 7:17 the warden, rais- 
ing his hand announced: 


"Ocntlemen, the prisoner is dead." 
The witnesses filed from the chamber, 


many of them visibly affected, and the 
body was taken from the chair and laid 
on the operating table.

The horses 
and buggy pole ran straight into the 
tender of the rapidly moving engine, and 
jerked 
with 
it, pulling the wagon 


around' parallel with the train, forcing 
it under the wheels. The train was 
thundering by at a high rate of speed, 
and the suction from the train probably 
helped pull the buggy and occupants 
under it. 


Ther^, were several people near 
the. 


tracks when the accident occurred, and 
they immediately ran to the forms., of 
the four unfortunate 
people. Two of 


them, May Bon/.el and Joseph Paulifski, 
were dead. They were curried into the 
saloon of Daniel Goelzer. nearby. Annie 
Kanter was also taken there,

in the place at 8:10 Jirst night, after Dr. 
Corr of Oakwood, who responded to a 
call for help, had one all iu his power to 
save her.

A MIRACULOUS 
ESCAPE

He got hold 
of Mr. Sehnll;: and pulled her head above 
water. The man braced himself on the 
«icl(s nf the well, tied the rope to the 
woman and she was liaulcd out and theu 
he was pulled out. Tho woman was 
nearly unconscious. In twenty minutes 
»he came to. There was ;i number of

on her 
face and arm. Three 


hours after the accident it is said she 
was sitting up and able lo move about.

DECLARES IT OCCURRED 


IN TURKISH TERRITORY

NEW YORK, Oct. 2S.—A special to 


the Press from Boston, says: 


Under the caption "The Odyssce of 


Miss Ellen Stone,"'the Evening Post of 
Sofia, Bulgaria, copies of which have 
just been received in Boston,- publishes 
a description of the capture of the Amer- 
ican missionary. 
The article contains 


an interview with Konstantine Pitsin, 
Hie Bulgarian horse keeper, whose hors- 
es were ridden by iliss Stone and her 
party when they were held up by the 
brigands from the frontier. It thus des- 
cribes the capture. 


"We were traveling from Bansko to 


"Djuinay (both are in Turkish territory) 
upon the mountain rood. In the place 
known as Gradovshte there suddenly ap- 
peared ten men, who, covering us with 
Mausers, called out, Teslim olun,' (Turk- 
ish for surrender.) 


"We were all on horseback, six women 


and three men, including Grigor'Tsilka 
(the 
husband, of Jlme. Tsilkn. and the 


student 
Dim'tr Kostov. We 
all dis- 


mounted and were driven straight up 
the mountain. The place was most im- 
passable. The saddles of the horses and 
even the clothes 
of the 
women were 


scratched and torn to threads by the 
heavy underbrush. 


"About 500 metres from Leading Rock 


our captors were joined by twenty-two 
more Turks nnd Arnauts, who searched 
the women and took away their watches 
and other valuables on the spot. 
Miss 


ytonc had about fifty lire Turkish with 
her. Then they led off Miss .Stone and^ 
Ifmc. Tsilka and left the rcSil'uf us un- 
der a guard of fifteen men. There we 
remained all night under pain of being 
shot instantly if we stirred. When day 
broke we saw that the guard had van- 
ished and we went to M.ahomia. 


"The brigands spoke only Turkish. On 


the day after my arrest in Mahomia I 
was'taken before the Kadi, who urged 
me to say tint the brigands were Bul- 
garians. "This I refused to do, because 
1 did not wish to perjure myself. Then 
they put. me on the ground and beat me 
with rods and kicked me. until I waa 
unconscious. 


"On the next day the Turkish soldiers 


captured all the wood cutters in the 
mountains of Gradevsko and massacred 
the men. while the women and children 
were driven to Djuiuay in chains. .After 
three, days I was released and succeeded 
in making my way to the mountains 
juul then escaped into Bulgaria.'' 


In another issue the Sofia Post prints 


an interview with a Mncedonian refugee 
who mmlc his escape from Turkish terri- 
tory ifto Bulgaria. 


The Post quotes the refugee as sny- 


ing: 
'•* 


"In the town of Gradcvo fifteen towns- 


men were arrested and driven in chains 
to 'Djiimay, where they were subjected 
to fearful-tortures in prison. In the vil- 
lage, of Sudbinovo peasants were seized 
and their feet placed in vises. After 
each tightening of the. screws they were 
urged to make a confession identifying 
the brigands as Bulgarians. Ju' many 
other villages the same barbarities are 
being practiced, all on the pretext of try- 
ing to locate the captured American.'' 


-WILL BE FOUND SOOX. 


XEW YORK, Oct. 28.—According to 


the Sofia correspondent'of the Journal, 
Col. Kantcheff. prefect of the Bulgarian 
police, has nin.de the following statement 
regarding Miss Stone, the missing mis- 
sionary: 


"If Mi>-s Stone is living 'she will be 


found within ten days. Three different 
parties are now en route, to 
establish 


communication with the brigands. Diek- 
inson has sent two young -men 
from 


Solia. They arc Macedonians and know 
the country well. A party of. live has 
gone from'Samakov with the same ob- 
ject. They arc former pupils 
of Miss 


.Stone and volunteered for the trip. Mr. 
Dickinson pays all expenses. 


"The third party consists of one sent 


by the Russian minister, 


"This is the most mysterious affair we 


have had since the court 
photographer 


was ni.pl.uved • in the woods near Sanm- 
kov thirteen years ago. He is still liv- 
ing, and his frugal li.fe with the brigands 
cured him of several diseases." 


"H is ominous that nothing bus been 


heard of the cajitives for a month. Our 
severe measures hnve driven ,the bri- 
gands from the frontier to the interior, 
arid it is now a race between the three 
relief parties to !>e,e which will find her 
first. Some 9110 is sure to find her if liv- 
ing.

WASHINGTON, Oct. 'IS.—Lieut. Gen- 


eral .Miles, in his annual report gives the 
tot.-.l strength of the army at the pres- 
ent time as 34.5l.'i, of which number 3:),- 
67-1 are iu the United Slates; 43,23'J in 
the Philippines; 4,!)l-4 in Cuba, the re- 
mainder, in small detachments, being in 
1'orto Rico, Hawaii. China aiid Alaska. 
He says it is expected that the force in 
Cuba will be very much reduced aud 
hopes that the force in the Philippines 
also can be reduced. 


Gen. Miles does not approve of the 


present organization 
of 
the artillery- 


corps, paying Ihut it establishes another 
bureau iu Washington. He believes in 
the 
former 
regimental 
organization. 


Speaking of the army canteen which is 
abolished 
by the army 
reorganization 


law, he says that no injury lias resulted, 
and in the main the law lias been bene-i 
lieial. 


Gen. Miles states his objection lo the 


management of military affairs in the 
war department, saying the tendency has 
been to absorb and usurp the entire con- 
dncl of the military establishment in 
the city of Washington and especially in 
the staff departments. -This has been 
found most injurious in other armies and 
is one of the principal defects in our own 
fcystem. The evil has been 
increasing 


during the activities of tlic wars of the 
last three years to an extent that, in 
my judgment, requires serious consider- 
ation and I recommend that decenlrnli- 
zat.ion be efTccUd as fur as possible. 


Gen. 
Miles refers to a number of rec- 


ommendations that he made in former 
reports looking to the. improvebent of 
the condition of the army; also to Orders 
he has issued during the year to accom- 
plish thia purpose. He speaks especially 
of the experience, intelligence and effi- 
ciency of the troops of the United States 
and the success they have had in China 
and the Philippines, and says they have 
borne the rigors ot the Arctic climate in 
Alaska, and the iieat of the tropics and 
under all circumstances maintained the 
fiigh character of the American army. 
He recommends that the military posts 
throughout Hie country be put in oxifel- 
lent shape'for troops'that are returned 
from service beyond the sea.

PRISONER DECLINES TO 


SEE BROTHER.-IN-LAW 


Tonljnt at Klx O'clock mi Extra Gunrd 


%VI11 bo Placed i" Doomed Man's Cell 


—livery Precaution Taken to Pre- 


vent Hl» Cheatlny Juitlco. 


AUBUKX, X. Y., Oct. 2S.~The officials 


of Auburn prison today began final pre- 
parations for the execution of Leon P. 
Czolgosz. Warden J. Warren Me«d, who 
has recovered from his recent indisposi- 
tion.today conferred with Electrician 
Davifi and the keepers and guards who 
will assist in the execution, and the pro- 
gram was carefully gone over. Warden - 
Mead hits selected his assistants from- 
nuiong the prison employes who have 
had the widest experience in executions. 


It is understood that the prison offi- 


cials will use every precaution to. pre- 
vent Czolgosz from talking in Ihe death 
chamber, it being their desire that any- 
thing he may wish to say be said in the 
condemned cell. 


The' prisoner's altitude is reported as 


unchanged. Apparently he does not de- 
sire io see any one and declines to talk 
except in monosyllables. For two days 
a. brother-in-law,of the condemned man 
lias been seeking permission to see him. 
In order to have him identified the ward- 
en went lo the prisoner and asked him 
if lie could describe his brother-in-law. 
He replied: "I didn't see my sister mar- 
ried and I don't know the man.'' 


"Would you like lo sec him?'-' he waa 


anked. 


"Xo. I don't care." was Ihe reply. 
"He wants to be let alone," said Ward- 


en-Mead-today, "and we let him alone. 
The prisoner is unchanged in demeanor 
and health.'' 


Tonight at G o'clock, after the death 


warrant has been read, the extra guard 
-will be placed in the cell with Czolgosz.^ 
-That portion^sniic'pt'isori in which four 
otner c.o«d,euined men are kept has been, 
partitioned off from Czolgosz's cell by 
an iroTt\jjfetccn. 'Jlie extra guards :on 
duty at tlfe^prison (rates will.be main- 
tained until after the execution tomor- 
row morning. The guards were doubled 
merelv as a precautionary measure and 
not because there is reason to believe 
the extra men will be needed. The, po- 
lice of the city are co-operating with the 
prison oflieiak imd keep a close watch 
on all trains entering the city. They 
too feel that there is a remote possihil- 
itv of an not of violence upon the part 
of some crank imbued with a w:ld plan 
of either aiding or injuring the prisoner 
and they hope to prevent anything of the 
kind. Guards and police keep n. close 
watch on State street, upon which tho 
main entrance of Ihe prison fronts. 


Passers by take a fleeting look at the 


minuret-like watch tower at the south 
wall which is almost directly o\vr the 
execution chamber, or peered in through 
the gate at the front of the building but 
none of them stopped. 
Whenever a vis- 


itor rung the bell at the entrance two 
guards responded. 


Warden Mead has thrown still another 


safeguard around the prisoner to pre- 
vent any miscarriage of the plans form- 
ulated for his execution. 
He ha.s direct- 


ed the death watch to insist that any 
^eneral conversation which the prisoner 
mav have with a visitor bo carried on in 
English and be held within the h«iring 
of a guard. The one exception under 
the. ruling will be in case the prisoner 
makes a confession to one of the Polish 
priests. In that easo the guards will 
withdraw out of hearing but not of sight 
of the prisoner. .

Warden Mead went to the cell shortly 
Before 5 o'clock this morning the guard 
iwhle had to shake Czolgosz to -\vaken 
r>im. He sat up on the edge of his cot 
ind made no reply to the warden's greet- 
ling of "Good morning." 


The prison official took from his pock- 


jt the death warrant and read it slowly 
ind distinctly to the assassin who-hard- 
py raised his eyes during the perfunc- 
tory ceremony. 


Just as the warden stepped away from 


the cell door, Czolgosz called to him and 
lid: 
"I, would like to talk with the super- 


pntendent."

''He will be down directly."

Ion his cot apparently anxious to sleep' 
sgain.

At 5:15 however, the guard brought 


to him a pair of dark trousers with the

Contrary to the tisuai custom he was 


ijiven a new pair of shoes. When he 
llrossrd he laid down on the cot again 
ind in this attitude Supt.

In the. chamber Electrician Davis and 


former Warden I'hayrr

Ihad arranged the chair test, placing a 
Ibank of twenty-two incandescent lights 
(across the arms and connecting the elec- 
trode wires at either end. The witnesses 
were ordered seated and then Warden 
.Mead briefly addressed them, saying: 


"You are here to witness the legal 


ieath of Leon F. Cx.olgosz. 1 desire that 
y-ou keep your scats and preserve abso- 
lute silence in tne death chamber, no 
{matter what my transpire. There are 
(plenty of guards and prison officials to 


preserve order and attend to the proper 


•details," 


The prison physician, Dr. Germ and 


Dr. Carlos F. Mac-Donald of New York, 
took a position to the left of the chair, 
Warden Mead stood directly in front arid 
Electrician Davis retired to the little 
room containing the electrical switch- 
board. 


Thayer gave the signal and the cur- 


rent -was turned 
through the electric 


lights, flooding the chamber with bril- 
liant light and dramatically showing1 the 
power that was used to kill the prison- 
er. 


Warden Mead gave the signal to have 


the prisoner brought in and at 7:10:30 
Chief Keeper Ttiper. swung open the big 
steel door leading to 
the condemned 


cells and as the steel bars behind which 
C/olgosz had been kept were swung aside 
two guards marched the prisoner oub 
into the corridor, two others following 
and the chief keeper walking in front. 


The guards on either side of Czolgosz 


had hold of his arms as if either to sup- 
port him., or to keep him from making a 
demonstration. As he stepped over the 
threshhold he stumbled but they held 
him up and as they urged him forward 
toward the chair he stumbled again on 
the little rubber covered platform upon 
which the chair rests. 


His head was erect and with his gray 


flannel shirt turned back at the neck, 
lu> looked boyish. He was intensely pnle 
and as he tried to throw his head back 
and carry himself erect his chin quiver- 
ed very perceptibly. As he was being 
seated he looked about at the assembled 
witnesses with quite a steady stare and 
said: 
*

"I killed the president because he was 


an enemy of the good people—of the 
working people," 


trembled slightly at first, 


but gained strength with each word and 
ho spoke perfect English. 


('I am not sorry for rny crimp," he said 


loudly, just as the guard pushed his head 
back on the rubber head, rest and drew 
the strap across his forehead and chin. 
As the pressure on the straps tightened 
and bound the jaw tightly, he mumbled, 
"I am awfully sorry I could not see my 
father.'' 


It was just exactly 7:11 o'clock when 


lie crossed the threshhold, but a minute 
had elapsed and he had just finished the 
last statement when the strapping was 


i completed and the guards stepped back. 


Warden Mead raised his hand and at 
7: !2:30 Electrician Davis turned the 
switch that threw 1,700 volts of elec- 
tricity into the jiving body. 


The rush of tne current threw the 


body so hard against the straps that 
they creaked 
perceptibly. The 
hands 


clinched suddenly and the whole atti- 
tude was one of extreme tenseness. For 
forty-five seconds the full current was 
kept on and then slowly the electrician 
threw the switch back reducing the cur- 
rent vol't by volt until it was cut off en- 
tirely. Then just as it had reached that 
pointtfhe tnrew the lever back again for 
t\vo or three seconds. The body, which 
had collapsed as the current was reduc- 
ed stiffened up again against the straps. 
When it was turned off again, Dr. Mac- 
Donald stepped to the chair and put his 
hand over the heart. He said he felt no 
pulsation, but suggested that the current 
be turned on for a few seconds again. 
Once more the body became rigid. At 
7>:lo the current was 
turned oil' for 


good. 


From the time Czolgosz had left his 


cell until the full penalty was paid, less 
than four minutes 
had 
elapsed. TJic 


physicians present used the stethoscope 
and other tears to determine if any life 
remained and at 7:17 the warden, rais- 
ing his hand announced: 


"'Gentlemen, the prisoner is dead." 
The witnesses filed from the chamber, 


many of them visibly affected, and the 
body was taken from the chair and laid 
on the operating table. 


THREE 
PEOPLE KILLED 


On Chicago, Milwaukee & St. Paul 


Railway North of T-ranksville. 


Were Out Kicling—Horse ConM Not be 
, 
Stopped and Collided with u 


Passenger Train. 


Six miles novtli of Franksville, near 


tlm town of Oakwood, there occurred a 
terrible accident about 
6 o'clock last 


evening, on the 
Chicago, Milwaukee & 


St. Paul railway. Two people were 
killed, a third was injured so that death 
resulted in a short time and a fourth 
was cut and bruised. 
• * 


Joseph Paulifski was driving a two- 


seated rig, and for some reason 
could 


not stop the horses as the train was ap- 
proaching. They continued toward the 
tracks and reached them just as the en- 
gine came across the road. The horses 
and buggy pole ran straight into the 
tender of the rapidly moving engine, and- 
jerked 
with it, pulling the wagon 


around parallel with the train, forcing 
it under the wheels. The train was 
thundering by at a high rate of speed, 
and the suction from the train probably 
helped pull the buggy and occupants 
under it. . 


There,, were several people near 
the 


tracks when the accident occurred, and 
they immediately ran to the forms,, of 
the four unfortunate people. Two of 
them, May Bonzel and Joseph Paulifski, 
were dead. They were carried into the 
saloon of Daniel Goclzer, nearby. Annie 
Kanter was also taken there, and died 
in the place at 8:10 last night, after Dr. 
Corr of Oakwood, .who responded to a 
call for help, had cue all iu his power to 
save her. 


At a late hour last night Dr. Corr said 


that he was .confident that Martha Bon- 
zel would live. She sustained 
several 


bad cuts 
about' the head, and was 


bruised about'the body. 


All four of the young people lived 


about five miles east of Oak wood, and 
were out driving 
for the afternoon. 


The horse was kiled and the buggy de- 
molished.

ants by the Sultan's Soldiers. 


NEW YORK, Oct. 28—A special to 


the Press from Boston, says: 


Under the caption- "The Odyssee of 


Miss Ellen Stone,"''the Evening Post of 
Sofia, Bulgaria, copies of which have 
just been received in Boston, publishes 
a description of the capture of the Amer- 
ican missionary. The article .contains 
an interview with Konstantine Pitsin, 
the Bulgarian horse keeper, whose hors- 
es were ridden by Miss Stone and her 
party when they were held up "by the 
brigands from the frontier. It thus des- 
cribes the capture. 


"We were traveling from Bansko to 


"Djumay (both are in Turkish territory) 
upon the mountain road. In the place 
known as Gradovshte there suddenly ap- 
peared ten men, who, covering us with 
Mausers, called out, Teslim olun/ (Turk- 
ish for surrender.)

of the 
women were 


scratched and torn to threads by the 
heavy underbrush. 


"About 500 metres from Leahung Rock 


our captors were joined by •'twenty-two 
more Turks and Arnauts, who searched 
the women and took away their watches 
and other valuables on the spot. Miss 
Stone had about fifty lire Turkish with 
her. Then they led off Miss,,Stone a 
Mnic. Tailka and left'the resT'of us un 
der a guard of fifteen men. There we 
remained all night under pain of being 
shot instantly if we stirred. When day 
broke we saw that the guard had van- 
ished and we went to Mahomia. 


'"The brigands spoke only Turkish. On 


tlie day after my arrest in Mahomia I 
was 'taken before the Kadi, who urged 
me to say that the brigands were Bul- 
garians. This I refused to do, because 
1 did not wish to perjure myself. Then 
they put me on the ground and beat me 
with rods and kicked me until I was 
unconscious. 


"On the next clay the Turkish soldiers 


captured all the wood cutters in the 
mountains of Gradevsko and massacred 
the men, while the women and children 
were driven to Djumay iu chains. .After 
three days I was released and succeeded 
in making my way to the mountains 
and then escaped into Bulgaria/' 


In another issue the Sofia Post prints 


an interview with a Macedonian refugee 
who made his escape from Turkish terri- 
tory into Bulgaria, 


The Post quotes the refugee as say-

"In the town of Gradevo fifteen towns- 


men were arrested and driven in chains 
to 'Djumay, where they were subjected 
to fearful tortures in prison.

The prisoner's attitude'is-reported as 


unchanged. Apparently he does not de- 
sire to see any one and declines to talk 
except in monosyllables.

cupied by Hunt, Wilkinson and company, 
"furniture and upholstering manufactur- 
ers. Although the structure was fire- 
.prooi it was-filled from cellar to roof 
'Svith highly inflammable material and in 
a few minutes flames were bursting fram 
every window and it was impossible for 
the firemen to assist those in. the .burn- 
ing building. Hundreds of men and wo- 
men were employed by.the firm-and a 
great many were-killed and injured. Up 
to 11 o'clock eleven bodies have been re- 
moved to the morgiie: and.it. 14-certain 
that 
othc-rs were 
killed. The ilames 


spread so quickly that nearly -everybody 
who could get out were. compelled to 
jump from the five escapes in the. rear 
which fronts on a narrow street AVhen 
the'firemen reached the-scene the street 
was literally piled,.up with; the. bodies 
of people who had jumped. Some were 
dead, others were dying. Lying on the 
fire escape at the fifth story in full view 
of thousands of spectators was a body 
roasted to a cinder and other objects on 
the fire escape higher up were believed 
to be bodies.

When the 
rear wall of the building fell a number 
of bodies were lying in the.3ma.ll street 
in the rear, variously estimated nt from 
six to thirty, and these are covered with 
tons of brick and twisttd iron. The po- 
lice say that twelve ave known to have 
been killed and they hesitate to estimate 
how many bodies are in the ruins. 


I)EAPLY ELEVATOR SHAFT. 


An employe of Hunt, Wilkinson and 


company made the following statement: 


"The 
fire started in the basement at 


the bottom of the new elevator shaft. 
The elevator had just been installed. 
Workmen were employed adjusting 'the 
mechanical apparatus, it being intended 
to start the elevator today. 


'•'The first any of us on the ground 


floor knew of the fire was when a-sheet 
of flame leaped upward through 
the 


shaft. Almost 
instantly 
the flames 


spread throughout the building, and 
there was no possible means by which 
the people on thf; upper floors could es- 
cape except by jumping." 


One woman who leaped from a window 


fell astride of an awning pole and her 
body was torn almost in half. 


The corpse hung in the air many, min- 


utes before the firemen could recover it.

Firemen stood 
on the pavement with life nets spread

Census Bulletin of 19OO Shows Belle City

census bureau yesterday made public 
the details of statistical information cov- 
ering the persons of school age, the 
males of militia age, as weld as those oi 
voting age, and the citizensliip of for- 
eign-born maleSi 21 years and over, in 
Wisconsin.

A'ccording to these figufes there is an 


aggregate of 73p,685 persons of school 
ago, 5 to 25 years' old, tn Wisconsin. Of 
this aggregate 082,630 are native-born 
and 48,065 foreign-born. Of the native 
white persons there arc 678,907, with 
247,294 of native parents and 431,013 of 
foreign parents. Of the colored popula- 
tion of school age in the st*te, including 
all persons'of-negro descent, as well us 
Chinese, Japanese and Indians, there are 
of school age in the state 3,735, ami of 
this number 661 are negroes. The ag- 
gregate number of persons of schooF age 
in the state comprises 366,873 males and 
363,812 females. There are in Wisconsin 
570,715 males of voting age, of which 
number 313,188 «re native-born and 257,- 
527 foreign-bom Of the total nativo 
white popuflation of voting ago In the 
state, 116,043 have native parents and 
192,966 foreign-born parents. 


In the statistics covering the aggre- 


gate number of .literate nnd illiterate 
males 2t years of age and over in cities 
of the state"having- 25,000 population or 
more, Milwaukee is classed ,with having 
75,020 of such persons, of whom, 3,050 
are recorded as illiterates. In La Crosso 
there is a total1 of 7,757 in this class, of 
.w'hom 183 aro recorded as illiterates. In 
Oshkosh of a, total of 7,513 there are 252 
recorded as illiterates. In Rncine' of a 
total Of 8,283 there arc recorded- 358 il- 
literates.

but little pure food sold to the public. 


The chemists arc of the belief that tho 


greater pnrt of the foods sold is pure 
and wholesome, and thinks 'that less 
than o per cent of any purchase 
from 


firms regarded as reliable would be dis- 
rovoral to ho in any wise adulterated. 
About $18,000,000 a day is expended 'by 
workingmen for food and surely, thinks 
tho government chemist, they are en- 
titled to -the beat going for theh'.' money. 
But thoy are also,entitled to buy cer- 
tain products that are cheaper tlwri the 
geniiiilej provided tfiey know what" it is 
they are buying. That (A to say, if peo- 
ple prefer: oleomargarine and glucose, 
why let them buy it, but have the goods 


branded jnst what .they are; And so 
with other articles for the table. Label 
the preparations for precisely what they 
may be. This, says the chemist,'is the 
only way in which the sale of adulter-' 
ants or substitutes, can be abolished or 
regulated. The law should, of course, in 
no case allow the sale of injurious adul- 
terants or substitutes, but for the oth- 
ers, the law should 
compel a proper 


label for the protection of the unsuspect- 
ing.' If a'substitute is worth 12 cents a 
pound and the genuine 18, the law should 
protect the inriocfint purchaser and re- 
quire 
the two sorts properly labeled.. 


This is the essential point, requiring all 
prepared goods and -package goods, as 
well as liquors in bottles and packages, 
labeled for precisely what they are. 


If a person pays for first-class passage 


and pays for first cabin, as it were, cer- 
tainly upon going to his car or vessel he 
is not going to accept, any substitute 
therefore, neither will any reputable 
transportation companes think for a mo- 
ment of giving the. intending passenger 
anything but what was paid for. Why 
not so in What one eats or drinks?

Sleeplessness.—Sleeplessness is not al- 


ways due to nervousness. It is produced 
by many disorders of the system, which 
an ordinary nervine would fail to reach. 
Self-doctoring is often a very dangerous 
thing, even in the caie of so simple a 
thing as sleeplessness appears to be. In 
some ca-ses sleeplessness is produced by 
an irregular action of the he-art caused 
by a local condition. la suoh a case it 
is often very dangerous to administer a 
dose of morphine which would be harm- 
less when given to a person in health 
who was simply "nervous." Many peo- 
ple fancy they can administer medicine. 
The truth is that the simplest drugs in 
the 'ha'nds of a person unacquanted with 
medicine are as dangerous as edged tools 
in the hands of aoi infant. Do not use n. 
nervine of any kind unless it is adminis- 
tered by a physician. Remedies that do 
not include the administration of drugs 
may bo used, and will often 
overcome 


nervous sleeplessness. A common rem- 
cflv is to close the eyes and imagine you 
see the two streams of breath coming 
out of the nose and uniting in a column 
above, or to close the eyes and imagine 
a flock of sheep stepping one by one over 
bars 'let down for them. The former 
method of inducing sleep is often success- 
ful when all other methods have failed. 
It induces sleep to lie quietly on the 
right side, rather than on the left: to 
have pure, fresh air in the room, and all 
conditions favorable. Either a fast or a 
feast may induce sleeplessness. 


Emergency 
Helps.—"A broken 
bone 


-neeo need not be set immediately. This 
knowledge saves muc'h unnecessary an- 
xiety when the doctor can not be pro- 
cured at once. The parts must bc< put in 
as comfortable a position as possible and 
moat, nearly corresponding to tlie natu- 
ral. It is necessary to give 
support 


above and below the break. Handle the 
injured part very carefully, so as not to 
force the rough ends of bone through 
the skin. Improvise aplints 
of some 


kind—two strips of 
wooti, a couple of 


stout book covers or pieces of paste- 
board. Place one on each side when it 
is a limb that is injured, and bind them 
in place with handkerchiefs. A long pil- 
low firmly tied will answer the purpose 
or in case of injury to a leg it ma.y 'be 
fastened to its fellow if nothing better 
can 
be done, remembering to tie it 


above and below tho injury. 


When a woman's dress is in flames wa- 


ter is almost useless 
to extinguish it. 


The five can be put out only by cutting 
off the supply of air, without which i; 
cannot burn. Envelop tho person in a 
rug, blanket or any wollon article of suf- 
ficient size. The pain from.slight burns 
is verv great. An excellent application 
is a thick paste of common baking soda 
moistened with water, spread on a piece 
of linen or cotton and bound on 
the 


part. This can be kept wet by squeez- 
ing water on it from a sponge or doth 
until tho smarting is soothed. A thick 
coating of starch can be used instead ot' 
the soda, or wheat flour if nothing bet- 
ter can be bad, hut neither should be p-p- 
plicd if the skin, is broken. In this case 
it is better to use vaseline, olive or lin- 
seed oil. The doctor will apply 
some 


preparation containing vArbolic acid. If 
the air can be effectually excluded from 
a burn the pain is relieved. Blisters 
should be pricked and the fluid absorbed 
with a soft cloth before applying a dress- 
ing. If the clothing adheres to the skin 
the (loose part should be cut away and 
the patches of material soaked ofT with 
oil or warm water. When the injury is 
extensive the.sufferer will be prostrated 
and may die from 
the shock. Heat 


should be applied to the extremities and 
over the heart, and hot drinks given un- 
til the doctor comes. In burns from 
a 


strong acid the part should be covered 
with dry baking soda or lime, as tho 
alkali will neutralize the acid. Xo wa- 
ter should be used, but a dressing of cos- 
moline or oil applied after the alkali lias 
been brushed off. When tho 
burn has 


been caused by an alkaOi an.acid must bo 
used. A person recovering from the ef- 
fects of a burn requires'very nourishing 
food. 


Foreign Bodies in the 
Throat.—-This 


may be a very .serious' accident., whether 
it occurs in the windpipe or the food 
passage. It demands immediate action 
T the result may be a fatal one. Send 
for the doctor at once, as he may have- 
to open the windpipe to-save the victim's 
life. Meantime slap the sufferer on fin; 
back between the shoulder*. Insert.the 
finger as far down as possible to try 
to 


grasp the obstruction 
and 
remove it. 


Turn the person's head downward and 
slap the back 
forcibly. If 
breathing 


. ceases the patient should be laid on tiie 
back, the arms pulled upward, the hands 
resting on the 
top 
of the head, then 


brought down and pressed on the chest, 
repeating the movement sixteen times in 
a minute. 


An Erroneous'Idea.—The popular idea 


that tomatoes cause cancer is due, to tho 
peculiar appearance of a tomato when 
cut across the tissue, resembling a crab. 
cancers being popularly believed to be a 
crab-like formation; in fact, 
the word 


cancer means crab. Experiments , with 
the juice of tomatoes has shown that it 
is a good blood tonic and during the war 
with Spain tomato juice was extensively 
used as a health preservative among cer- 


troons with marked good results,

cause cancer mig'ht with as much' reason

Work for Nerves/ — If a person is in 


good health no necessary 
exertion will 


do the nerves any harm. Work is good 
for every one. It is when we are begin- 
ning to ••run down" that we need to be 
specially 
careful. Nervous exhaustion 


is the fashionable disease. There is a 
vast difference 'between abstract bodily 
tire and exhaustion. Rest, food and or- 
dinary recuperatives will do away with 
the former: the latter is oftentimes be- 
yond immediate relief. Almost 
every 


kind of pain, ache anil exhaustion is due 
to a derangement of the nervous system. 


Foreign Bodies in the Ear. — These do 


not usually occasion 
much discomfort 


for a time, and as the passage of the 
outer ear is closed at the end by a mem- 
brane, they can not penetrate farther, 
and may safely be left until they can b« 
removed by a competent person. When 
an insect lias entered turn the head on 
one side with the affected ear uppermost 
and gently pour in a little warm water. 
When this runs out the drowned in- 
truder comes wtih it. Water should not 
be used when a pea or bean has been in- 
troduced, because they swell when moist. 


Sleeping in the Dark. — It is much bet- 


ter for children to sleep -in the dark, -and 
if accustomed to it from the beginning 
there is no trouble about it. Dark is as 
natural as light, and unless children are 
taught to fear it they will, welcome it at 
bedtime as eagerly as their elders do. A 
baby's nerves become strained by the ex- 
citement of its waking hours, and it 
needs the restful darkness lor eyes and 
nervous system alike. 


It is a wise woman who knows the 


value of immaculate lineu, and a practi- 
cal woman who, not being able to afford 
it, confines herself to wash-silk, pongee, 
taffeta and madras waists, and ribbons 
in place of the semi-fresh collars. 


For the brain-worker the best time for 


physical exercise is in the afternoon, and 
it is an excellent practice to take a walk 
the last thing at night if one is apt to be 
sleepless through too great activity of 
the brain.

.boiling hot water plate, heat with salts 
of lemon; 
tlinn wash thoroughly in 


plenty of clean water. 


An easy way of denning flat irons is to 


rub them on a knife board. This will 
make them bright and smooth and lessen 
the toil of ironing.

through them. Borax- water is also use- 
ful for taking out stains.

cut; into 
dice. Season 


with salt and pepper anil if desired the 
beaten yolk of nn egg. 
Serve. Dump- 


ling may be added. To make these sift 
one pint of flour, add a heaping teaspoon 
of baking powder; sift again. Add a 
quarter of a teaspoon of salt and just 
enough milk to make a soft dough. Do 
not work it much.

a memorial on the life and services of 
our late comrade, Charles Palmetier, who 
died at Kcnosha, Wisconsin, on the 3th 
day of April, 11)01, respectfully submits 
the following: 


Comrade Charles Palmetier was born 


in Katskill. Green county. New York, 
December 2!)th, 1834. and died April 5th, 
1901, 
at Kenosha'Wisconsin. 


He, with his parents, settled in Geneva, 


Wai worth county, Wisconsin, in 1847, 
from which time \intil his death he was 
identified with Wisconsin and Wisconsin 
interests, being'by ocupation a builder 
and dealer in lumber.

10th, 1862, and advanced to the rank of 
first lieutenant May 5th, 1805, and was 
mustered out of the service at the close 
of the war, at Demt'polis, Alabama, with 
that rank.

been before. Almost from the time the 
iravy yard gates were open this morning 
there -were crowds of people anxious to 
gain admittance. 


Tickets for all the reserved seats had

Mrs. Taylor apparently retaining an up- 
right position for the greater part of 
the trip. In passing over the horseshoe 
fa-ll the barrel kept toward the 'Canadian' 
side at a point 300 'feet from the center. 
It dropped over the fall at 4:23 o'clock.

At this point the admiral said the 


ending one of the Spanish ships- was on 
die Brooklyn's starboard bow and that 
not, only all • of the. enemy's sliips but 
tne fort's as well were firing apparently 
at the Brooklyn at that moment. "The 
next rive minutes were the most serious 
of tho. combat,'* he said, 'and he told how 
the jets of water wore seen on all sides 
and how , deafening was the noise df the 
guns.

placed under the patronage of St.-Al- 
phonsus Maria da Liguori. Its'history 
in later years has been an interesting 
one on account of the fact fhast the mem- 
bers of the church adhered to tile origi- 
nal customs of the Catholic church in 
Germany.
